PE Rips Track
The Interstate Commerce Com­ 

mission has granted permission 
for Pacific Electric Railway to 
discontinue two unused segments 
of Its Gardena-San J'edro Line, 
the railroad announced today.

There was no opposition to the 
discontinuance, proposed by the 
railroad to the ICC last Septem­ 
ber. The segments involved are 
approximately one and one-third 
miles of track between 214th and 
228th Sts. in the Torrance area 
and approximately one mile of 
tra^k at the north edfife of San 
Pedro between Anaheim and 
Catun Sts.

Removal of the track wfll not 
reduce freight service in the 
area, Pacific Electric explained. 
The ICC decision held that the 
segments "no longer serve any 
railroad purpose" and that aban-

There are seven widows of 
Confederate veterans in Califor­ 
nia who are receiving pensions 
from the Veterans Administra­ 
tion, Moil Webster, manager x> 
the Southern California VA re 
gional office, said today.

Pensions are paid to widows of 
Confederate veterans under a 
law dated July 1, 1958, which 
places them on the same basis 
as widows of Union soldiers in 
the War Between the States. 
They receive $40.64 if under 70

Operation Explained ^
Low frequency wires parallel 

either side oi the pavement or 
in case of two-lane two-way 
roads, one wire could he beside 
the pavement on the right and 
the other laid in the center or 
divider strip. The wires in effect 
create an electrical fence.

Cars are equipped with ferrite 
core pickup coils hanging from 
either side of the front bumpers. ^ 
Whenever a car veers or drifts W 
toward the right pavement edge 
or the center strip to the left, 
one or the other of the pickup 
coils come within 2 or 3 feet of 
the buried -wire loop.

The coils pick up electrical 
signals from the wire. These are 
boosted by a transistorized amp­ 
lifier until they activate a buz­ 
zer on the car's instrument pan­ 
el. Welch said it would be tfos-_ 
sible to use a two-tone buzzer.^ 
one tone signifying the car is 
heading left off the pavement, 
the other indicating the car is 
running too close to the right 
side of the pavement.
